COMPLAINT ON ALLOWANCES 


Attack by Committee on Fund for 
Entertainment, on Which No 
Report Is Made. 


LONDON, July 20.—A great tendency 
toward extravagan¢e and lack of finan- 
cial control is the criticism leveled 
against the British Air Ministry in the 
report of the Select Committee on the 
Air Force, just issued. 

The practice of giving entertainment 
allowances to the higher grade officers 
without the latter being asked to ac- 
count for their expenditures, is es- 
pecially subjected to adverse comment. 
Thus, it is pointed out, the air attaché 
in Washington, in addition to his zal- 
ary, gets £1,800 a year for entertaining 
without being required to show how 
it. is spent, while the Air Marshall re- 
ceives a £365 entertainment allowance. 

The appropriations under this head in 
the present year’s estimates total £9,200, 
of which £5,000 are for the air a ttachés 
and £4,200 for the senior — of the 
air service.

favor of the farmers by illusory prom- 
ises such as have brought the Repub- 
licans to grief. What the Democratic 
Party can do is to stick to its own 
historic policy of a low tariff. Half 
the grievances of the farmer would be 
alleviated by a return to that. : 

The Farmer-Labor Party is a con- 
tradiction in terms. It is made pos- 
sible only by temporary conditious. 
Better farm prices would dissolve it. 

Mr. La Fouierts is a law unto him- 
self. He can do what he likes with 
his.own State. But he is seldom suc- 
cessful in reaching over to . other 
States. In Minnesota he seeks to as- 
sume for himself this year, as he did 
last year, much of the credit of a po- 
litical result due mainly to economic 
causes.

~ Those advocates of the World Court 
or of the League who claim that 
either or both of these organizations 
will “ end war ’’ injure their cause by 
‘overstatement. What they really 
mean is that such bodies may help 
prevent some wars—as the League, for 
example, already has done. The same 
thing is true of conferences such as 
the one‘ held at Washington a year 
and a half ago. All such machinery 
which offers the possibjlity of resort- 
ing to armchairs before resorting to 
arms eserves the utmost support. 
But each. scheme must be considered 
on its merits, and not as a. utopian 
panacea. 

Peace by resolution, peace by for- 
mula, peace by plously wishing that 
the menace of war be removed, is a 
delusion. It affords*an emotional out- 
let without achieving any practical 
results. Much better to support_prac- 


| tical projects which promise to make 


the chances of some wars more re- 
mote, Much better to uphold the 
Government in its éfforts, whether by 
conference, court, league or asso- 
ciation of nations, to remove specific 
causes‘of war as they arise. Such sup- 
port, however, should be given with 
open eyes, and not in the fatuous be- 
lief that by a process of wishing hard 
or by the utterance of an attractive 
catch-word the world can be made 
safe from all future warfare. 
— 
IRELAND IN THE LEAGUE. 
The Irish Free State, in taking steps 
to apply for membership in the League 
of Nations, is primarily actuated, no 
doubt, by national pride. Now a self- 
governing cotintry, Ireland is ready 
to take her place in the family of 
nations. It will be a good way of 
notifying the world of what has been 
wrought by the Irish People. By as 
good a title as that of Canada or of 
South: Africa, the right of Ireland. to 


sit in the Assembly of the League can 


today be asserted. Ireland will. by 
joining it vindicate her new status and 
assume her fitting international dig- 
nity. These are the motives that 
plainly appeared in the debate of the 
Dail Eireann on the subject. ; 

What will others think, and how 
will others be affected? Ireland in 
the League will be a sore trial to 
some Irish-Americans and \to not a 
few American politicians. They will 
scarcely dare to allege another Eng- 
lish plot, by which Great Britain, not 
content with six votes in the League, 
is.soon to have seven. To charge 
that the Irish in the League would 
take orders from No. 16 Downing 
Street would be too much fer Amer- 
ican risibles. Even The Gaelic Amer- 
ican, even Senator Rreep of Missouri, 
will find:it hard to indulge in their old 
anti-British rages in connection with 
the League after Ireland is snugly en- 
sconced in it. 

The whole campaign against Amer- 
ican-participation in the League has 
been marked by a sad dearth of 
humor. The alarmed outcries of our 
politicians were artificial, but were 
always deadly dull. It will be a relief 
if future debates ‘are livéned up by 
the injection of a little of the Irish 
sense of humor. Already Ireland has 
the laugh on our solemn denounc- 
ers and renouncers of the League and 
all its works.

OPIUM AT LAUSANNE. 
Among the numerous matters which 
had to be attended to at the end of 
the Lausanne Peace Conference, one 
item seems to have been overlooked. 
It had been intended that The Hague 
opium convention should be included 
in the peace treaty. Mr. STEPHEN G. 
Porter, head of the American delega- 
tion to the opium conference which so 
admirably rebuked the wicked foreign- 
ers for their negligence in the matter 
of narcotic drug production, went to 
Lausanne himself and got Ismer 
Pasha to promise that Turkey, like 
the other nations, would agree to limit 
the production of opium to that re- 
quired for “legitimate ’* purposes. 
But IsMer seems to have forgotten 
about it, and the allied delegates say 
that if they had reminded him of his 
promise and started another argument 
it might: have delayed the signing” of 
the treaty. So while India, whose 
iniquities have aroused so much moral 
indignation among our statesmen, has 
at least promised some sort of feeble 
éffort to restrict production, Turkey 
has not. .And the oplum used in this 
country comes almost — from 
Turkey.

Turks have y fellow-feeling, they 
ought to be ¢ager to the optum 
gonvention.

Moreover, it is contrary to the tra- 
ditional policy of the present Admin- 
istration to exert diréct pressure on a 
nation from which we want some- 
thing. Like the reformers who try to 
stop horse racing by forbidding the 
newspapers to print racing news, the 
State Department prefers indirect 
compulsion. It would have liked to 
make. the Turks sign the opium con- 
vention as part of the European 
treaty, thereby enabling us to pass 
the buck to Europe if they had failed 
to live.up to it.. But wicked Europe 
wriggied out of it, and now we must 
put the. opium pledge into our own 
treaty, if we ever get ome, and be 
ready to incur the responsibility of 
seeing that the Turks keep their 
promise. ‘It is going to be a busy 
week -for Mr. — the Wizard of 
Lausanne. 


CANADIAN IMMIGRATION. 

That is rather a grandiose scheme 
which the Canadian immigration au- 
thorities are said to be discussing: with 
representatives of the British Immi- 
gration Aid Association, the bringing 
to the Dominion of 1,000,000 British 
youths of about eighteen, unemployed 
or in bad financial shape on account 
of the restrictive rules of the trade 
unions. The Canadian Minister of Im- 
migration sayS that his country can 
assimilate 400,000 immigrants in a 
year. ~In 1913 263,000 arrived. That 
was the peak. The war has shut off 
many sources and greatly reduced the 
number of persons with money enough 
to cross the water unassisted. In the 
twenty years before 1921 the average 
annual increase of population was only 
.170,000. To be sure, Canada is care- 
ful. -In the fiscal year ended last 
March she refused admission to nearly 
20,000- would-be. immigrants. 

From Jan. 1 to May 31 of this 
year she received nearly 40,000, but 
the influx is meagre considering the 
great opportunities which she offers, 
and her population of 9,000,000 or 
thereabout is in small proportion to 
an area of 3,600,000 square miles. In 
the Prairie Provinces alone there are 
some 120,000,000 acres of fertile land, 
unbroken by the plow. The Federal 
and some Provincial Governments and 
railroads are making strong efforts to 
increase the number of desirable im- 
migrants. The immigration statutes 
have been modified to some extent. 
The Canadian and Imperial Govern- 
ments signed an agreement last Spring 
by which Canada is’ to have the ad- 
vantages of the Overseas Settlement 
plan, with an annual allowance of 
money and an annual quota of immi- 
grants. The Swiss Immigration As- 
sociation has agreed to pay the pas- 
sage to Canada of some thousands of 
farm laborers; and scveral parties of 
them have already come and found 
employment, They are skilled agri- 
culturists. From the Hebrides have 
come thousands of crofters, as fine a 
set of farmers and citizens as can be 
desired. if) 

The Canadian Pacific Railway nas a 
kind of Cook’s system. Its repre- 
sentatives bring parties of immigrants 
from Great Britain and Northern: Eu- 
rope; “** personally conduct’’ them; 
save them all worry; bring them right 
to the land; and the railway has fur- 
ther promoted settlement -by letting 
the payment for the land teach over 
thirty-four years, the first payment 
not to be made until after two years. 
The Dominion Government has also 
taken over the Western Colonization 
Association, formerly a private project 
for the settlement, of Canadian land 
near railroad routes. We have given 
but a most superficial glance at the 
intelligent, co-ordinate and selective 
Canadian policy of Canadian immigra- 
tion. It is hoped that this year’s 
quota of immigrants will reach 100,- 
000. The sooner it reaches 400,000 a 
year, the more populous and prosper- 
ous Canada becomes, the better her 
neighbor to the south, which will 
share iff her prosperity, will be 
pleased. But is Canada content to be 
chiefly an agricultural State? Must 
not her development be one-; 
and foreign capital fail sufficiently 
to flow im so long as, in obedience to 
organized. labor, ‘she is hospitable only 
to domestic eand agricultural laborers?

* > Dr. W. W. Keen of 
A Lesson . Philadelphia, who now ts 
From in England; naturally 
has been interested in 
the East. the smallpox epidemic 
which has disgraced several of the 
southern shires and is slowly spreading 
from Gloucester, the original centre, 
further and further through a largely 
unvaccinated population. Dr. . Kgen 
comments on the negligence and the 
weak yielding to anti-vaccination imbe- 
cility which have invited this plague to 
England for some years past, but par- 
ticularly interesting over here just now 
is not what he ha3 to say on that phase 
of the subject, but some information in 
regard to the Philippines which he‘ in- 
cluded in a letter to The London Times. 
Prior to 1914, he writes, while the in- 
sular health bureau was under Ameri- 
can control, with Dr. V. G. HERSER as 
director, some 8,000,000 vaccinations 
were done in seven years, and in Ma- 
nila and its outlying districts smallpox 
was wholly eliminated. In the remoter 
parts of the archipelago, owing to the 
difficulty of preserving lymph in a hot 
climate when ice is unavailable, the re- 
sults were aot as good, but even there 
they appreciably diminished mortality. 
In 1914 the American health staff was 
replaced by Filipinos. Then vaccination 


was badly neglected and the health re- | broad 


ports by native officials became wholly 
unreliable. In 1922 General Woop in an 
official statement said: ‘On investiga- 
tion it was found that * * * vaccina- 
tion consists mostly in destroying the 
vaccine and submitting reports,”’ Quot- 
ing Dr. Herser, Dr. Keen adds: 

Quantities of vaccine virus were ‘found 
in waste-paper baskets; more vaccinations 
were reported than could possibly be done 
with the amount of virus furnished, and 
in one province there were reported 50,000 
more vaccinations than the number ‘of 
the whole population. 

The result was more than 50,000 inno- 
cent people’s liveg were sacrificed. The 
unprotected people—i. e., the unvaccinated— 
furnished 93 per cent. of the deaths; 
the vaccinated only 7 per cent. Moreover, 
89 per cent. of the cases were in children 
the majority of whom had been born since 
1913 (i. e., under the new regime).

- The duty of the ‘prohibition unit to 


safeguard the interests of all these 
classes of legitimate users is one in- 
volving ‘not the prosperity of the nation 
alone, but the health and even the lives 
of the people. It is not a passirg duty, 
nor a diminishing one. The work will 
become heavier: rather than lighter. Al- 
cohol is an increasingly important com- 
modity in-national life. It is constantly 
applied to new uses. For instance, it is 
within the realm of probablity that the 
motor fuel of the future will be largely 
alcohol. 

In considering the future of legitimate 
alcohol we must consider, too, the para- 
mount, question of national defense. 
Our military leaders tell us that the 
next war may be one of gases, air- 
planes, high explosives: To all of these 
alcohol is a prime essential. The nation 
should have at all times facilities for 
turning out an adequate peace-time sup- 
ply, and such other facilities as can be 
quickly converted to. the exigencies of 
defense. 

In that light. it. is, of little importance 
that a commodity. which contributes to 
the national security happens to add to 
the difficulties of enforcing the pro· 
hibition law. It cannot be otherwise. 
A barrel of alcohol, tax-paid, costs from 
$250 to $300. Converted into bootleg 
whisky and sold at $10 a quart, it re- 
turns about $4,000. The tremendous

moral, stamina to become a violator of 
the ‘law which protects him.
